Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants have amended the claims to recite the limitation 
"constituted of a single polymer" referring to using the same "polymer" in each single layer of the multiple nonwoven 
layers. It was noted that the language construction excludes the use of blends within a layer but it is not clear as to 
having the same single polymer in the multiple nonwoven layers as argued by Applicants. With regards to the prior art 
of Ofosu et al. Applicants argue that Ofosu does not use the same single polymer in their layers because it uses 
polypropylene polymer with different melt flow rates in the different layers. The Examiners indicated that consideration 
will be given to Applicants' argument during examination of the claims and it will be further discussed with our 
supervisor on the interpretation given to "same single polymer" and how much support is provided in the Specification 
for the limitation. Further, it was noted that additional search of the prior art will be done. With regards to claims 81 
and 87, lack of antecedent basis in the claims was noted. 
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
